Praises utterly without foundation, and 
exaggerations which the merest novice can detect, mu6t have the most unfavor¬ 
able effect. Such language challenges contradiction, and puts at defiance the good 
taste which would discriminate. It is the more especially to be deplored in this 
case, as everything seems fair, right, and above board. The company requires no 
puffery to make their abilities appreciated, and the slightest appearance of a dispo¬ 
sition to forestall thc public sentiment by eulogies without stint or reason, engen¬ 
ders a spirit of opposition, and must produce anything but a favorable impression 
as to the actual deserts of this company. We were sorry, therefore, to observe 
in a quarter, where this community have a right to expect judicious and candid 
criticism, praise so unmeasured, that a suspicion of its sincerity must have pos¬ 
sessed every mind enquiring after truth or information. This is in bad taste—it 
is uncalled for, and can never succeed. The appeal for patronage is made to a 
community entirely capable of justly estimating the claims presented by this ope¬ 
ratic company, and equally quick-sighted is il to the merits of those catering for 
its amusement, and always ready to reward to the very utmost all evidences of a 
liberal management. Under these circumstances, the real friends of the National 
! will not jeopardize its prosperity by fulsome and wholesale encomiums, which no 
one believes, nor pay so poor and sorry a compliment to our citizens as attempt 
to wheedle them out of the exercise of their own taste and judgment ; but they 
will the rather consult its interests by enlightened criticisms, by a candid estimate 
of its present attractions, and wisely reserve some few expressions of praise where¬ 
with to recount its future achievements.
